Marra, a carpenter, entered the 
rectory just after the Rev. Julius 
Moscati, 62, had officiated at noon 
mass. The priest was slain when 
he attempted to shield his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Christina Moscati. A 
bullet penetrated his heart. Mrs. 
Moscati was shot three times. Her 
condition today Is critical. 


Marra, running from the place, 
was captured by a passing police- 
man who had heard the shots. He 
told police that Mrs. Moscati owed 
him $245 In connection with somfi 
work he had done, and that he 
sought to collect it. 
Relatives of the man said he 
suffered a severe 
head 
Injury 
three weeks ago, and that since 
then he has suffered "delusions of 
persecution."

GUNS FOR BOTH SIDES 


It is argued plausibly that 


the private firmament indus- 
try must be maintained be- 
cause it is essential to na- 
tional defense. 
When a 


country has to defend itself, 
an efficient arms industry, 
ready to produce whatever 
is essential for fighting, is a 
great asset. As ordinarily 
conducted, however, there 
is a bip hole in the argu- 
ment. It has been revealed 
lately in many 
countries 


that the armament makers 
sell 
impartially to 
both 


sides. While arming their 
fellow-countrymen they are 
also arming their enemies. 
While professing to support 
nationalism they are as in- 
ternational as any other ex- 
porting industry. 


Secretary Gerald P. Nye 


of North Dakota heads a 
senatorial committee recent- 
ly appointed to inquire into 
the American armament in- 
dustry. As a result of long 
interest in this question, he 
has little hope of finding 
that our makers 
of ships, 


guns and ammunition are 
any more inclined to place 
patriotism 
before 
profits 


than their foreign brethren 
are. 
"I venture to say that 


if we went to war with Ja- 
pan," he remarked recent? 
Jy, "our men would be mow- 
ed down, by munitions sold 
to the Japanese by the same 
firms that supplied our own 
fighting men." 


It is well to have this 


Question cleared up. It has 
never come to an issue be- 
fore. What was done in the 
past was tolerated by gen- 
eral opinion. But it grows 
clear that theTre will be a 
higher ethical standard in 
the future. 
And if private 


business will not rise to it, 
there will be a demand to 
ma'ke armament manufac- 
ture a government monop- 
oly. 


THE SENATE TAX BILL 


The new federal revenue 


bill, as shaped by the Sen- 
ate, aims to raise two or 
three times as much addi- 
tional revenue as appears 
necessary to meet the gov- 
ernment's 
"regular" bud- 


get. It has gone far beyond 
the unplanned expenditures 
for government employees 
and war veterans voted by 
Congress over the 
Presi- 


dent's veto. 


It would be pleasant to 


have all that new revenue 
rolling 
into 
the 
federal 


treasury, from a bookkeep- 
ing standpoint. But govern- 
ment is more than book- 
keeping, and so is business. 
Critics point out logically 
that such taxation is defla- 
tionary, at a time when the 
government's whole recov- 
ery policy.is based on the 
principle of moderate, con- 
trolled reflation. 


"The time to deflate is in 


a period of prosperity," re- 
marks one of the leading 
analysts. "'The time to in- 
flate is at the low point of 
depression.

sense in applying both poli- 
cies at once and letting the 
one cancel out the other." 


It will be more profitable 


to tax the rich heavily after 
business has recovered.

Senator Thomas (D-Okla.) today 
introduced In the senate the ad- 
ministrative oil bill makinc the 
oil administration headed bv Sec 
retary Ickes a separate 
agency 
from NRA. 


The bill is designed to stop uf) 


loopholes In the present oil code. 
It contemplates determining de- 


rnand for crude oil in the United 
States and for export and the reg- 
ulation of production to conform 
to demand. It would permit the 
secretary of the interior as oil ad- 
ministrator to prescribe quotas of 
netroleum to move in commerce 
and quotas for production includ- 
ing permission to require certifi- 
cates of clearance If deemed nec- 
essary for nforcement. 


In a formal statement 
urging 


adoption of the bill issued after 
its introduction, the secretary Bai.-j 
the NRA and oil code did not 
"cope effectively and fully" with 
future possibilities and that Ihere 
should be legislation designed to 
supplement and r?-«nforce the pro- 
gram for the restoration of the in- 
dustry.
